This reportisn't really quite as big as I had hoped it would be, Es has managed to 
cooperate with me on only a few occasions, with the 18th, 20th, and 30th being the best 
days for skip during June. However, my skip DXing is usually quite erratic in terms of 
staying at the diel(as anyone who cares to scrutinize my report can see), so I've probably 
missed = few stations as the result of not being there when the opening began and leaving 
during the middle on mmerous occasions, Other activities seen to counteract my skip 
DXing, and during this past month even my main DX priority(tropo)has failed to receive 
the attention it deserves. I'll try not to complain anymore about it, though, as I have 
managed to log well over 100 new stations vin Bs during the last month. My logging of 
KBED 92.7 on 6-19 is undoubtedly the most unusual of this report, If i didn't have the 
calls taped, T would have doubted wint I heard. Both AM/FM calls were given end YL men~ 
tioned "Lake Radio," MUF was seemingly decreasing at this time(contrary to what you might 
expect for such short skip)with sone unIDS(probably from NE FL, such as Jacksonville) 
being heard about the sane time. Reception was noted for around one*half minute with the 
signal not too strong, as for as skip goes. While 450 mile class A tropo isn't all that 
rare down here, I think we can rule it out on this occasion, considering the time of day, 
and the fact that there are two stations along this seme general path, in Crockett, TZ 
and Mansfield LA, that would do their best to keep me from receiving it. The rest of the 
skip wes pretty dull with nothing mich beyond 1300 miles. Tropo had a minor resurgence 
of sorts during the June 22-27 period, with sone medium-range (but moderately rere)eignals 
from Amarillo and Little Rock being heard, Most of the late June tropo to NM was accompa~ 
nied by a heat wave which brought temps up to 106F in Lubbock and 118F in Presidio, TX, 
(It wasn't quite as hot here, but certainly warm enough.) While I wasn't able to pull in 
any long-haul trope this month, I have found one positive thing about the tropo that I did 
hear, On those occasions when cx were open to Roswell HM and Jackson MS simultaneously, 
this represented a spread of some 850 mi. Loggings of KLBK 94.5 and KLL 96.3, Lubbock at 
290 mi, heve boon omitted since there was a long period when they were seemingly almost 
received at will on a daily basis. During the middle of the skip season, loggings of thia 
nature are pointless and wasteful. 
In last month's report I had a tr? beside two FL stations (WXOS 100.3 and WMCU 89.7) 
that were heard on 5-23, After much deliberation and further experience with Es, I have 
to conclude thet these were heard via skip instead of tr. A number of factors(a relatively 
high MUP, the earliness of the opening, and 380 mi. tr in an almost opposite direction) all 
helped to confuse me on these two. After a re-evaluation of the signal strength (which was 
probably too strong for tr)and experience with other pre-0800 openings, I'm relatively 
certain these were Es, Until Next Month, Rick.

I'm already into FM DX fully once again, and this year 
seems different than lest year in 2 respects: 1) E-skips aren't as 
frequent, and 2) the skips seem to be in the morning more than at night. 

80 far, I've lopped 5 stations this year. As I improve equipment slowly, 
T should be able to log more stations. But I sure enjoy Dxing, mainly s0 
T can hear and study different stations and different FM markets." 

We also have a few comments from new member Tex Stout: "I am already 
a TV Dxer. I have logged 57 stations so far and have verified Colorado, 
Florida, and Montana. I have photographed a few." Tex also says that 6/24/78 
was a food skip day for him. 

Mark Lucas agrees with our FCC FM editor: "I wholeheartedly back Bruce 
Elving’s SCA fight. Must be a lot of nervous broadcasters whose only concern 
is that they maintain good ratings and sales dollars and pooh-pooh the 
public! I've enjoyed SCA listening for five years and don't like the idea 
that it could come to an end!! Maybe American SCA should become like Canada's 
and have more “formats” that cater to the general public and not just music." 

The following are the views of Ted Fleischaker, and do not necessarily 
reflect those of WIFDA's board of directors: "I rarely take exception to 
what I read in the DX magazines, but in the June edition of this magazine 
an article so caught my attention that I read it about as fast as I could 
turn the page--and I disagreed with about every line. The article I refer 
to is Mike Dalton's 'Why DXers Should Use Digital Readout FM Tuning System’. 
Mike and I agree on just two points--the digital readouts are nice and the 
synthesized units do have a small drawback because you can't tune off center 
channel. As a recent buyer of the Heathkit AJ-1510 (I bought one factory 
assembled, lest anyone get any ideas about my ability to build such sets!), 
T can say that the rest of Mike's observations are so much baloney! The 
Ad-1510 is a synthesized set and it is operated with a keyboard, as opposed 
to the front-end tuning capacitor. One merely punches the frequency of the 
station desired, much as punching the monthly checking account total into a 
calculator, andthe frequency is displayed at the same time the station is 
there. As Opposed to the old fashioned way, the keyboard has no flywheels 
and no time to turn a knob--you know what you want and it appears. Also, 
this particular model has a scan feature with adjustable squelch and muting 
(one for noise limit and one for AGC). This allows a Der to merely hit the 
scanning function and the set will begin at 107.9 and scan down, stopping 
at each frequency the Dxer selects with a signal of the strength the Dxer 
chooses. I emphasize this last point because were it not possible to adjust 
the set to the strength minimum, many stations would be passed, but with 
this adjustment the DXer is at the controls and not the tuner! This also 
allows the Dfer when not Dxing to raise the acceptable noise gate and 
receive good, listenable stations with ease. The AJ-1510 also has a stereo 
only switch, which is a good thing. The button tells the set to pass by 
frequencies with mono stations if the Dker so chooses. Start scanning 
with stereo "in" and have the set adjusted and you can tell if that 101.5 
station is a new one if it's in stereo and the set usually vasses the mono 
semi-local there! There are some drawbacks to this digital marvel, such as 
jt won't tune the even frequencies, but unless you happen to be one of the 
[Mers near the Gulf, you probably will never have need for that feature 
anyway, so why sweat it? The set also is unable to tune to the TV frequency 
for channel 6 audio, which is sometimes a help, but these facts are more 
than offset by the advantages mentioned for a synthesized real digital unit. 
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In addition, the Ad-1510 also has a switchable meter, which will read 
either signal or multipath, which is a real asset when you have 2 close-by 
stations which seem to override some signals and not others from afar. 
These facts, plus the reliable FM tuners Heathkit is known for, make this 
get a bargain--they also make this the obvious choice over a standard 
front-end tuning model, especially if you not only want to see a readout, 
but be sure your tuner is on the frequency that it is reading!" (Ted's 
address, by the way, is 3023 Tremont Drive, Louisville, KY 40205-jz) 

re's a few comments from Jim Wallace (new address on page 3): "Any 
reception reports to WSYX (London, OH) should be addressed to me personally, 
because if anyone else at the station should open one, it would probably 
get tossed into the can. Reports sent to my home address would be fine also. 
Some other news about WSYX: It is being sold, pending FCC approval, to 
King's Garden Inc., which operates KCDN (AM) and KBIQ (FM) in Edmonds, 
Washington. They are hoping to take over by September. The format will 
probably be the same as KBIQ. The signal should be better, because they 
plan to fix up and/or replace some of the equipment. I'm hoping to stay 

on as news director.”

His new address is 
HHB, 2d Bn 59th ADA-AFO New York, NY 09142, He writes: "I am now stationed 
in Schwabach, FRG W. Germany, which is about 23 km SE of Nuernberg. I will 
have to be here for at least 32 more months, I received AFN-FM Stuttgart 
and only one other weak unID AFN-FM repeater my first month here. Since 
then I have heard NO English spoken at all on FM. I don't speak German, so 
I'm stuck with AN (yuck) or nothing. 

Now some welcome info from John Pilger: "I am currently a program 
associate with the American Heart Resocistton in Washington D.C., and as 
such am in charge of the emergency cardiac care programs. I am a certified 
paramedic, and spend much of my listening time on the paramedic frequencies 
(UHF). Before moving to Washington, I was on the news staff of KTAN-AN-FM, 
Sierra Vista, Arizona (which has since been sold with a pending/actual call 
sign change) and also served as a newsman with cable TY channel 7, also in 
Sierra Vista. My monitoring gear is aimed at the PSB: Regency ACT-W10 with 
two DFS5K synthesizers, a six channel Regency TML and e six channel Regency 
TMH, a Radio Shack four channel mobile high/low VHF unit, a Bearcat 101, 

a couple of tube-type tuneable VHF units which are quite old, and finally, a 
Bearcat 250 - on order but not yet delivered. While I have a few various 
antennae on my car for the monitors, at home I rely primarily on an Antenna 
Specialists ground plane cut for 155.00 mz and one for 466.00 mHz. All of 
this is mounted on a 20" (soon to be 40') mast, and run in via RG8. I am 
most interested in monitoring medical frequencies, but living where I do 
(mid-point between Washington and Baltimore) I have been caught up in DXing 
federal agencies. I have accumulated an extensive personal file on all types 
of frequencies (including federal agencies) and would be happy to correspond 
with others to exchange this information. (I have already met with Don 
Blevins on this.) I am interested in getting specific frequency use data on 
medical, fire, and federal agencies from around the country. If anyone is 
planning a trip to the DC area, I have a one page information sheet of 

local frequencies I will be happy to send out, providing the WIFDA member 
sends me a SASE, The list is not complete by any means, but it does list 
some of the more interesting things to be picked up ona scanner. (I would 
appreciate it if, when requesting the information sheet, the member send me 
some local information from his/her area - but that isn't mandatory.) All 
requests for the frequency sheet should be addressed to John A. Pilger, 
WIFDA Radio Sheet, P.O. Box 109, Fort Meade, MD 20755." 

Good to have Ron Schatz back in the club. Ron is a noted BCB DXer who 
now belongs to NRC. His DX gear includes a Harmon Kardon 330C for FM. Ron's 
DX interests include FM, TV, and of course, BCB. He attended the West Palm 
Beach convention in 1975, which was hosted by Ken Simon. 

And finally, this from Winston Smith (4 Rifle Road, Norman Gardens, 
Kingston 2, Jamaica): “I am sure that you do not hear very often from people 
outside of continental North America.

I have not seen any of my Latin neighbours so far this 
year. I would appreciate a card from anyone who can tell me where I can 
obtain a CATV Journal and a TVRO planning book; both books were mentioned 
in Bob Cooper's interesting article in December 1977 VUD. I would also 
welcome any additional information on TVRO satellite terminals. My 
philosophy is that the best way to learn is from the experienced (hi)."

Watch for the divestiture of suet conmonly-ouned, sane city TV outlets as NAVS-MWT Milwaukee, KTCA-KICL inneepoits; o tn Fly 
puselbly svck situations as NSWE-FLYX Memphis. | think this change rould be beneficial to the public in the locg rune 
Readers’ Reports and Comments 

Greg Monti sent a tape from the studio monitor of WGBB (AM) Freeport NY, illustrating how high 
quality their equipment is. Claimed to be from an on-air monitor, and the sound was good; however, 
there is a considerable difference between hearing a station in its own studio and over a receiver at 
home. Still it was cause for comparison with several FM stations. ‘The only FM sound I heard that 
could compare was little monaural WERL-FM 94.3 Eagle River WI playing a tape by Bill Pearce 
that was recorded by WMBI-FM Chicago. In the future I plan to devote more attention to FM stations 
that broadcast to the medium's potential in carrying crisp, high fidelity sounds with a minimum of 
gain-riding distortion. Readers are invited to report on FM stations that defy current trends and 
send out a truly fine signal. Bear in mind the contest in the FM Atlas; very vew responses have come 
in to date, so it would be interesting to see what stations are nominated and for what reasons. 

In Iowa KCHE-FM Cherokee has the new Commodity News Service network, and a reader wonders 
if I will be Listing this as 2 network in the future. It is just in the midwest, but plans to go nationwide 
eventually, (I thought it was just an SCA creature, but perhaps uses SCA mainly for "program relay.') 

Bill Coleman says that an illegal FM on 90. 1 was closed down in Kernersville NC; was playing r 
9 hours a day. WCPE 89.7 Raleigh heard testing with tone. WDBS 107. 1 Durham being sold, and 
listeners ure concerned that the p sound will disappear; however the idea may take hold on 90.8 with 
WAFR offering p in addition to its s format. A May 29 classified ad in Broadcasting got the atton- 
tion of the Minneapolis Tribune, because the new owner of WLOL-FM (and WBUF Buffalo) mentioned 
a format shift to rp (from m for the station, aad looking for annorncers. This is an unusual pro- 
cedure because the sale has not even been approved by the FCC, and WLOL-FM stays m, but with 
low ratings, compared to WAYL-FM and KEEY-FM, 

Not nonIDers, claims R.ck Samford: WOAI-FM 97.3 San Antonio and KODA-FM 99.1 Houston, 
both of which use slogans, but always (or usually) with their call letters. He also heard by tropo 
two slations he thought were strict nonDers giving their calls at other times: WQNZ 95.1 Natchez 
MS and KLAZ-FM 98.5 Little Rock. "I may stop giving station slogans altogether: I also heard 
WEMEF 102.5 Baton Rouge giving their legal call letters. During May they were using WFM (as 
reported over a month ago), so this means your July column will be obsolete before it reaches 
print,. . If gets quite confusing!" 

Ron Wing was in Wray CO and noticed K237AK also relaying KFNF 101.1 at about 96.1, as well 
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as some intermodulation between KXKX-FM and KFNF being relayed at about 94.5, "When the new 
Yuma station at 100.9 goes on the air, the translator will really go bananas. " An all-band trans- 
lator? Ron also says: "FM DX isn't fun since KDSA *91.1 came on the air. The antenna is less 
than a mile from here, and overloads my receiver even with a Radio Shack FM trap on it," (Ron, 
maybe a receiver with better overload suppression abilities or a directional antenna aimed 
away from KDSA would help, By the way, tell us about your pest, KDSA Wichita—stereo, operating 
hours, music format, network 2) Both Ron and Greg Monti offer explanations of the 67 kHz signal, 
and whether it is above, above and below the main carrier, or what. Greg says: "The 67 kHz sub- 
carrier is neither above nor below the real FM frequency. It is mixed in with the audio of the main 
channel, much as the mike and record are mixed together as a disc jockey talks over @ record: In 
effect, it is a 67 kHz audio tone, just like the pilot is simply a 19 kHz audio tone. The only reason 
you don't hear either one is that human hearing (and most receivers) just don't go up that high." Rou 
offers a more classical explanation, mentioning SCA deviation of plus and minus about 7.5 kHz at a 
"rate of 67 kHz...In a mono station, the main channel programming is responsible for 90% of the 
deviation, or +67 1/2kHz. Ina stereo station, the 19 kHz stereo pilot takes another 10% away from 
the main channel deviation. "" I am not sure if these two explanations are congruent or divergent, 
but will let the readers try to decide for themselves! Greg says WTIC-FM 96,5 Hartford is nonIDing 
as "'96-ticks," WBCI 96,5 Williamsburg VA as "FM-96," and rumor has it WVBF 105,7 Framingham 
MA uses "F-105." 

On air in Indiana: WIPU *89.1 Fort Wayne, presently on limited hours 5 pm to 10 pm local time. 
They play classical muise; 4 kw, but with a low antenna that gets their signal into Huntington IN less 
often than that of the,3, 000-watt commercial stations in Fort Wayne, says Bob Zent. A group in Fort 
Wayne is forming to try to get the new buyers of WCMX-FM to return to soul music, from rp. 

WRNN-AM-FM (95.3) Clare MI contiaue to be off the air, says Bob LaFore. He also noted that 
WQON 100, 1 Grayling MI was off the air and wonders why. A trade source said KOZN 103.7 San 
Diego is no longer k; anybody in the area who can hear the station and tell us what they now have ? 

Ontario's David Leibold says that CKO-3 London is repeating CKO-1 Toronto on evenings and week 
ends, "probably because of lack of staff and/or financial reasons. The only difference in programming 
is in the local sections which take up 6 minutes beginning the second and 32nd minutes of each hour... 
Another interesting fact of the CKO stations is that although they have a sign-off ceremony at midnight, 
the Toronto-London link still broadcasts the national network afterwards. When it’s midnight here, it's 
only 2100 in Vancouver. ..I've heard this as late as 0230, but I don't know whether the national network 
is 24 hours or not, When they expand to the Atlautic region, I imagine that will take place because to 
meet an on-air time of 0600 in St. Johin's NF would néarly coincide with Vancouver's off air time, a 
it would be 0190 there."

The 
first photo shows Buck's DX 
shack. In it are a K-Mart 9" 
btw TV, a Fanasonic 12" biw TV, 
a Radio Shack Astronaut-6 
receiver (which Buck uses for 
monitoring 35 Miz for E-skip), 
three rotor control units, and 
a digital clock.

10-element lowband yagi. This 
antenna, used strictly for E- 
skip, is not rotated, and sends 
the signals down RG-59U coax.
